2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-92 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Larsen, WO 01/62775. The claimed invention is drawn to 
antiarrhytlnnic peptides. Larsen discloses antiarrhythmic peptides, see entire document. The instantly claimed formula I, (see, i.e., for 
example, claim 60) and formula II, claim 40 of the 775 application appear the same. 

Claims 1-92 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry. 
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
